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MANY ATTEND GREATER SAN 

FRANCISCO MASS MEETING 

Warren Olney Chosen President and Dr. C. E. Edwords Sec¬ 
retary—Professor Stephens Advises Against 
Overbalance of Power. 


About two hundred delegates repre -1 
senting the live counties bordering Ban 
Francisco Bay—San Francisco, San 
Mateo, Marin, Alameda and Contra 
Costa—^were present at the interurban 
mass meeting held Thursday afternoon 
in the rooms of the San Francisco 
Chamber of Commerce. 

The purpose of the meeting was to 
perfect an organization which will con¬ 
sider the advisability and feasibility of 
consolidating all the bay cities into 
Greater San Francisco. 

Only two officers were elected, War¬ 
ren Olney, ex-mayor of Oakland, as 
chairman and Dr. C. E. Edwords, ol 
the California Promotion committee, 
as secretary. The purposes and im¬ 
mediate plans of the gathering were 
concisely expressed in the following 
resolution introduced by James Y\. 
Cochrane of San ltafael: 

“Whereas the expediency of consoli¬ 
dating the political subdivisions about 
San Francisco bay within a radius ol 
15 miles from the center ol San I ran- 
cisco into one city is now lieing con¬ 
sidered, and 

“Whereas, at this assemblage are 
present representatives of the commer¬ 
cial organizations in the locality in¬ 
terested, and 

“Whereas, it is the general opinion ol 
these delegates, so expressed, that the 
matter of such consolidation ol ci\ic 
subdivisions be thoroughly investigat¬ 
ed; therefore, be it 

“Resolved, that we declare our desire 
that such consolidation be practically 
considered at as early a date as possible, 
and be it further 


“Resolved, that for the purpose of 
carrying out this desire there be formed 
by the delegates present a general com¬ 
mittee composed of one representative 
from each and every organization with- 
in the territory at interest. This gen¬ 
eral committee to have general super-; 
vision of all matters pertaining to the 
furthering of the project of a consolida¬ 
tion of the municipalities about the 
bay into a Greater San Francisco and to 
act on subcommittees as may be ap¬ 
pointed by the chairman. This com¬ 
mittee is to be enlarged by such ad¬ 
dition)' from time to time as the chair¬ 
man may deem lit and expedient. Beit 
“Resolved, that the chairman of this 
meeting, who shall be ex-officio chair-j 
man of the general committee, shall 
appoint an executivecommitteeof live, 
representing the live counties of San 
Francisco, Alameda, San Mateo, Marin 
and Contra Costa. Be it 
“Resolved, that the permanent sec¬ 
retary of this meeting shall act as sec¬ 
retary of both the general committee 
and the executive committee, not being 
a member thereof. Be it 
“Resolved, that as early as practica¬ 
ble after this meeting the chairman 
shall call together the executive com¬ 
mittee for the purpose of taking such 
action as shall conduce to the general 
welfare of the movement and for the 
transaction of such other business as 
may come before it. Be it 
“Resolved, that the executive com¬ 
mittee after thorough investigation 
shall report a plan of consolidation ol 
the bay cities to the general committee 
for its consideration.” 

It was the sense of the meeting that 
each delegation present and each or¬ 
ganization of a civic or commercial 
character in the radius of Greater San 
Francisco nominate its representative 


on the general committee. The nomi¬ 
nations will be sent to Secretary C. E. 
Edwords, who will transmit them to 
Chairman Olney. After that commit¬ 
tee has been formed another meeting 
will be held and the executive com¬ 
mittee selected by the chairman. The 
date of the next meeting will be set as 
soon as the general committee is form¬ 
ed and a canvass will be made of the 
cities to be included in the consolida¬ 
tion to start the active campaign for 
Greater San Francisco. 

O. H. Bentley,president of the cham¬ 
ber of commerce, called the meeting to 
order and briefly stated the purposes 
of the conference. He announced that 
the organization of which he was head 
favored the consolidation and wished 
to have the movement freely discussed 
in all communities. He then called 
for nominations for permanent chair¬ 
man. Dr. F. W. D’Evelyn placed in 
nomination Warren Olney, former 
mayor of Oakland, with a brief com¬ 
ment on the high position which Olney 
holds on both sides of the bay, and em¬ 
phasizing the good that will come to 
all cities concerned through the con¬ 
solidation. 

This nomination was seconded by L. 
A. Hicks of Berkeley and Hugh Craig 
of Piedmont. B. L. Cadwalader of the 
San Francisco real estate board moved 
that the nominations be closed.

THE PRELIMINARY 
EXAMINATION OF 

HENRY CURTIS, SR. 

Held to Answer Before Superior Court 
by Judge McSweeney—Little 
Testimony Taken. 


Henry Curtis, Sr., who killed his 
son some time ago near South City, 
appeared before Judge A. McSweeney 
for preliminary examination on Tues¬ 
day. 

Testimony was given by Coroner Dr. 
H. G. Plymire and James Story, a 
teamster. 

Dr. Plymire stated that he had been 
called to the scene of the murder short¬ 
ly after the shooting and found young 
Curtis dead; that Curtis, Sr., told him 
tha t he (Curtis) had shot his son; the 
bullet that did the killing had passed 
through deceased’s body. 


James Story, a teamster, testified 
that he had arrived on the scene with 
his team shortly after the killing and 
saw the body of the dead man. 

It was shown that Curtis after his 
arrest had made a voluntary confession 
to the killing. 

Both District Attorney J. J. Bullock, 
who represented the prosecution, and 
Harry E. Styles, who represented the 
defense, rested, thereupon Judge 
McSweeney held Curtis to answer be¬ 
fore the Superior Court and remanded 
the prisoner to the custody of the 
Sheriff.

The much talked of parcels post 
against which, in the past, the re¬ 
tail merchants and express com¬ 
panies of the country have been 
solidly arrayed is assuming a new 
phase. 

Postmaster General Geo. von L. 
Meyer will recommend to Congress 
a measure which will protect the 
retail merchant against the mail 
order house, and yet facilitate 
business by a broad practical par¬ 
cels post system. If Congress 
adopts the measure proposed by 
Postmaster General Meyer it will 
cost 12 cents a pound for the mail 
order house to send parcels to any 
rural tlelivery patron of any city 
postoitice, while for delivery from 
the local postoflice the charge will 
be but 5 cents for the first pound 
and 2 cents for each additional 
pound up to 11 pounds, or 25 
cents for a package of 11 pounds. 
The retail merchants will doubtless 
favor this new measure, leaving 
the express companies alone in 
opposition. 

A movememt has been started 
looking to the annexation of towns 
and territory on both sides of the 
bay to form a “Greater” San Fran¬ 
cisco. The subject is new and of 
such vital importance as to assure 
it deliberate consideration. If 
upon thorough investigation it ap¬ 
pears that the various towns and 
communities can, without a com¬ 
plete surrender of local autonomy, 
and too great sacrifice of local in¬ 
terests by a common union, acl 
vance tin* prosperity and greatness 
of the metropolis of California and 
the coast, there is little doubt that 
as loyal Californians the people 
around the bay will favor annexa¬ 
tion. 

The discussion is timely and a 
campaign of educatian is in order. 
When the matter has been thor¬ 
oughly threshed out, the people 
will decide for or against the 
scheme as reason or self interest 
may suggest.

BY FAMOUS JURIST 


Despite the severity he is called upon 
to exercise by the courts, there is 
probably no one who has a more 
humorous side to his nature than Judge 
Kenesaw Mountain Landis. There is 
a .twinkle to his snapping eye which 
is quite infectious when he spins a 
a funny yarn, yet again he can dwell 
upon some anecdote with pathos and 
tenderness. 

Among his friends and associates he 
is known aprince of story tellers, and 
he can unwind an interesting narrative 
with the same ease that he can im¬ 
pose the largest fine on the Standard 
oil ever known in the history of the 
world. 

Last month Judge Landis went 
down from Chicago to Quincy, 111 -, to 
open the grand jury of the fall derm of 
court. He spent a single day in the 
old Mississippi towns, but in that 
short time the townspeople were as 
much impressed with the dignity and 
sincerity of the man’s character as il 
his judicial duty had held him for a 
year. 

He delivered in the afternoon one of 
the most impressive addresses before 
thegrand jury ever heard in the Adams 
county courthouse. Hisattitude after

Before the court duties, however, 
Judge Landis wandered about the old 
town, looking up statistics andgleaning 
such information as he could in order 
to make himself familiar with this 
southern district which comes under 
the j urisdiction of his court. He finally 
wound up at theipostofiice, and there, 
amid some of the officials who accom¬ 
panied him, asked many questions of 
this part of the state, and presently 
started to tell some of his stories. 

Judge Landis tells a story because he 
likes to, and he employs a graceful 
flow of language that would attract 
one at once even if the story did not. 
He has long been a student of the his¬ 
tory of the state of Illinois, and loves 


of this state and met many of the life 
long associates of Abraham Lincoln. 
These men were not statesmen, but 
men who had known Lincoln in his 
early law days and had served as mem¬ 
bers of his juries.. 

“One of these old men told me two 
stories of Lincoln which were entirely 
new to me and which impressed me 
more than anything I had heard. I for 
one believe they are true, for if an 
honest face would convince you of 
truthfulness, that old man had such. 

“Away back in 1836 when Lincoln 
was running forthe legislature, he made 
a house to house canvass for votes. 
This was generally the way of all 
struggling politicans of the time, but 
Lincoln as a young man was making 
a greater effort, and he felt that if he 
could meet and talk personally with 
the voters of his district, he might be 
able to impress uijon them the sincerity 
and honesty of lus ambitions. 

“One warm summer’s day he walk¬ 
ed along the dusty road till he reached 
a farm house where the gate was hung | 
on very high posts common to the 
times. Entering, and going up to the 
house, he found the housewife in the 
kitchen, who told him that the only 
voter of that house was out moving 
timothy in a distant lot. 

“Lincoln went out and found him. 
Whetstone in hand the farmer was | 
sharpening up his scythe. Lincoln 
talked with him upon the common¬ 
places of the times, and did not dwell 
upon politics at all. Rather he aired 
his knowledge upon such subjects as 
he thought might be of more interest 
to his listener. 

“Finally the dinner horn sounded. 
The farmer invited the young lawyer 
up to the house, but Lincoln thanked 
him and told him that instead, if he 
might, he would mow around a couple 
of rows of hay while he was absent. 
Now, ‘help’, even in McLean county, 
was scarce at those times and the far¬ 
mer accepted the offer. Lincoln mow¬ 


ed around the field four times, then 
set the scyth against the fence and put 
up the whetstone. When the farmer 
returned Lincoln was gone and the 
farmer did not see him again for 25 
years. 

“This was when, as president of the 
United Slates, he was holding a ‘levee’, 
as they were called at the White House 
at the time, and the farmer and his 
wife were in the long waiting line to 
shake the executive’s hand. Before 
they had reached the president, how¬ 
ever, he had espied them and told them 
to go to a private parlor and wait till 
the reception was over, which they did. 

“Presently, Lincoln had shaken the 
last hand and hurried to his old friends. 

“ ‘You don’t mean to say you recog¬ 
nize us, Mr. Lincoln?’ asked the farmer 
in surprise. 

“ ‘1 certainly do,’ replied the presi¬ 
dent, pressing their hands, and after a 
few pleasantries finally asked of the 
old man: ‘And how by the way did 
you find the job of hay mowing? ’ 

“‘Well, Mr. Lincoln,’ replied the 
farmer, ‘it was all right. The hay was 
mowed and I found the scythe against 
the fence, but, do you know, sir, I 
never found the whetstone—not even 
to this day.’ 

“That so? ’ inquired the president in 
surprise. ‘Well, let me see.’ He 
thought a few moments, then finally 
said: ‘You will find that whetstone on 
top of the high post of the gate.’ 

“The farmer returned home and one 
day Lincoln received a letter from the 
old man. 

“ ‘That whetstone,’ wrote he, ‘was 
where you said it was. I climbed up 
and got it, and it had lain there 25 
years.’ ” 

“There is still another one,” said 
Judge Landis. “Down in the state of 
Indiana during the civil war was a 
body of good women who took it upon 
themselves to gather afternoons, make 
comforts and prepare things to eat 
which were sent over the line to the 
boys. But at a time instructions be¬ 
came very stringent on this sort of 
thing, and to get some provisions taken 
over, an old man, Jim Conners by 
name, was chosen by them to go to 
Washington and see what he could do. 
The women appointed him the mess¬ 
enger personally to convey the gifts to 
the men.

“Lincoln thought profoundly a few 
minutes, then he said, ‘No, Mr. Con¬ 
ners, I cannot rule against Mr. Stan¬ 
ton, but I need a messenger to go 
across the lines toinquireof tliesoldiers 
for me how they are pleased with the 
present stale of administration. Will 
you be that messenger? ’ 

“ ‘Indeed I will sir,’ exclaimed Con¬ 
ners. 

“Lincoln simply took a piece of 
paper and wrote across it: ‘Bass Mr. 
Conners through Lincoln.’ 

“These two stories said Judge Lan¬ 
dis with feeling, “are to me two of the 
sweetest stories 1 have ever heard of 
Abraham Lincoln.”
